1 confeſſe, the Text is not meant properly 
of Apoſtles, and Miniſters of the Goſpell, but of poar be- 
heving Saints that were Jewes; but the reaſon, argument 
here urged, extendeth much more to Apoſtles and Mini 
ſters of the Goſpell, than to poor believing Saints: and 
thus 1 argue from it. If tbe Chriſtian believing Gentiles in Ma-«

what they receive from them ; even as all other Merchants, 
Tradeſmen who barter or ſe} one commodity for another, 
or for ready money, uſe to doe. 

'2, From the nature, value of the things they receive 
from Miniſters; and of thoſe things they render back to 
them by way of exchange, which will hold no ballancenor 
equal value with what they firſt receive: For the things 
the people enjoy by Miniſters, are ſpiritual, which concern 
their {ouls, ſpirits, everlaſting ſalvation, erernal happine(s, 
and are the moſt excellent , precious things of all other, farr ex- 
celling Gold, Silver, Tithes, and all earthly Treaſures. Epheſ. 3.

But 
the things and recompence they return to Miniſters for 
them, are cnly their carnal things, for the neceflary ſupport 

of their bodies and families, which are no way comparable 
in value, worth, benefit, ule to what they receive from 
them, as the laſt recited Texts and others reſolve. The 
people therefore receiving from their Minifters quid pro quo, 
and things of infinite more value, benefit, than what they 
render to them; the carnal-rhings they receive for their 
ſpiritual, ( though ina _ proportion) muſt needs be a 
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moſt juſt debt and duty; not meer arbitrary almes or ebarity;: 


and can neither injuſtice nor conſcience be detained frony 
them, they being ſuch infinite gainers by the bargain. 

VII. This Propofition is yet further- profeſfedly argu- 
ed, debated at full by the Apoſtle and Spirit of God a+ 
g4inſt all ſorts of callings and profeſſions of men, that now- 
oppoſe it, with the greateſt evidence of reaſon, juſtice, 
equitie that may be, backed with Divine Authoritie3 as if 
he had purpoſely foreſeen the violent, impious, headie op= 
poſition, now made againſt Miniſters Tithes and mainte- 
nance in theſe daies by ſouldiers, ruſticks, tradeſmen; and 
penned this Scripture purpoſely to refute them. 1 Cor. g.' 
4-to 16. Have we not power to eat and to drink? &c. Who go. 
eth a warfare any time at bis own charges ? Who planteth a vine 
yard, and eateth not of the fruit hereef ? Or,who feedeth a flock, 
and eateth not of the milk of the flock > Say I theſe things as a 


»1an 7 or ſuith not the Law the ſame alſn ? For it xx written in- 


the Law of Moſes, ( e) Thou ſhalt not muzzle the mouth of the 
Oxe that treadeth out the corn. Doth God take care for Oxen ?

better than.Oxen; ahd this Law purpoſely, yea altogether written 
for their ſakgs , not for Oxen. Therefore thoſe who deny, 


deprive: them of this their right, tranſgreſſe this very Law 


of God,(fiill in force under the Goſpel, as is here reſolved, 
being founded upon natural juſtice and equity) and are farr 
more unrighteous, cruel, unmercifull to their Miniſters, 
than they are, yea ought of right to be to their very beaſts 
and Oxen, to whom they allow both cory, raw, and ſuffi 
.Cient N provender, for their very work. Verily our Mimifters 
gow were better-to be many mens Oxen, Horſes, Aſſes, 
than their ſpiritual Paſtours,-for-then they would- feed,

neither Tithe-corn, nor hay, nor ftraw. Such men, Ifear,

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"4. Verſ.-11. He encounters all Artificers, Merchants, 
Tradeſmen, and others who live by ſelling, buying, ex- 
changing ;z who deny or detain their Minifters Dues and 
' Maintenance, by an argument drawn from their own pra- 
Fice, the rules of commutative Juſtice, the nature and 
value of what they receive from Miniſters, and what they 
render, or ſhould returnthem for it. If we hape ſowen unto 
you ſpiritual things (the moſt precious, excellent, uſefull, 
neceſlary of all others) 3s it a great matter if we ſhall reap your 
carnal things? of far lelſe value, worth, uſe, than what you 
receive from us for them. Surely none of theſe Traders, 
.will give or ſell away their wares without any money or 
recompence for them; and if they ſell or exchange ſw 
for leſſe money, or things of lefler value,, moment than 
what they ſell or exchange them for,they may in all juſtice, 
equity expet and receive mony or wares exchanged for 
them from thoſe who have ſo gainfull a bargain, without 
the leaſt ſhadow of covetouſneſle, injury, or oppreſlion. 
Let then ſuch and all others conſider their own daily pra- 
ice, and the 'weight ofthis Apoſtolical Goſpel argnment 
for our Miniſters maintenance, Tithes, Dues, againſt 
which there can be no exception, nor reply ; and then it 
will convince, ccnvert them, if they havenot abjured all 
principles of common juſtice and commerce.

I. If others who are true Apoſtles and Miniſters of the 
Goſpel, are partakers of this power, (amongſt you or thole to 
whom they preach)though they have not been ſuch to you, 
and did not.convert you, nor labour ſo much in ſowing

XIV. This is evident by the practice of the primitive 
Saints and Chriſtians recorded in the Goſpel for- our 
imitation; who though they paid all civil Tributes, Cuf- 
toms, Duties to the civil Magiſtrates, and likewiſe Tithes 
and other duties to the Jewiſh or Pagan Prieſts under 
whom they lived; yet they likewiſe freely and liberally 
miniſtre4, contributed of their ſubſtance and temporal 
eſtates towards the maintenance of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
and the Miniſters ofthe Goſpel. Hence we read, Luke 8. 
2, 3. That Mary Magdalen Joon the wife of Cuza, Herods 
Steward, Suſanna and MANY others ( of our Saviours au- 
ditors ) miniitred to him of their ſubſtance : put, it ſeems, in» 
to a common purſe for the maintenance of Chriſt and his A« 
poſtles, which Judas kept 3 who provided bread, meat and other 
neceſſaries out of it ; as is evident by Fohn 4.8, 31. & 12. 5, 
G. 8 13, 29. & 6. 5,7. compared together. After our 
Saviours relurreftion, when the multitude of believers at 
Jeruſalem were much increaſed, it is expreſly recorded, 
: Ads 
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fs 4.32, tothe end, B& 5.1,to 10. That they were all of 
one heart and h-gl nw ( and oh that wewereſo again! þ 
neither ſaid any of them , that ought that he poſſeſſed was bis 
own , but they had all things common ; neither was there any 
among} them ( whether Apoſtle, Miniſter or Believer ) 
that lacked ; For 4s many as were poſſeſſors of Lands or Houſes 
Sold them (not purchaſed them,much les Glebes, Tithes, 
or Church-lands, as many do now,who ſay they imitate the 
primitive Chriſtians ) axd brought the prices of the things that 
were (old,and lain them down at the feet; and diſ- 
tribution was made unto every Man ( therefore to every Apo- 
ſfeleand Miniſter of the Goſpel , as well as others) accord« 
ding as they bad need. Amongſt others, Foſes 8 Levite of Cy- 


tru, beving Land ſold it, and brought the money and laid it 


at ths Apofles feet : The like did Anania with Saphira bis 
wife , but becauſe they brought a certgin part thereof , and 
laid it at the Apoſtles feet, and kept back part f the price of the 
Land, ( which is leſs than to keep back Tithes, when due 
by ſundrie Lawes and Mo rs) and thereby lyed not un 
to Men (only) but to God, they both fell down dead ſodainly 
at the 5 eet (ina miraculous manner) and were car« 
ried forth and buried : And great fear came upon all the Church, 
and as many as beard thereof. We finde in 2 Cor. 11. 7,8, 9. 
That though Paul preached the Goſpel at Corinth freely , yet he 
tok wages ofother Churches(at the ſamerime)to vo them 
ſervice. - 4nd when he was preſent with them, and wanted ,

 3- Ournew Mechanick Predicants to ſeparate Conventi« 
cles, who urge this Text againſt Miniſters maintenance, 
ſhould receive no money, .gift or recompence for their 
ſpeaking, prating from their Diſciples, no more than our Mis 
niſters for. preaching, who yet gain far more from deluded 
blind followers of the blind, thanmany of our Miniſters get by 
their Miniſtry ;, yea. more than ever they earned by their 
Trades before, which makes them.wholly to deſert them 
and turnTyb-preachers | 

4+ This ſentence-can no waies betruely applyed now to 
Miniſters; For though they receivetheir Mmiſtry and Or» 
ders freely without purchaſe (which ſome bought for mo= 
ney heretofore) yet their preparatian for the Miniſtry coſts 
them many years ſtudy, pains, themſelves or their Friends, 
Parents many a pound, as.I formerly proved; whereas the. 
Apoſtles received rhe miraculous viſe of healing, preach- 

| ng, 
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ing immediately by divine inſpiration, without, ſrudy 
or coſt. 

5. If thofe'who' receive any. Office, Commiſſion, place 
freely , muſt diſcharge it freely without any Reward, Pay, 
25 ſome Army-Oflicers, Souldiers and others hence con- 
clude againſt our Miniſters; then all our Soldiers, and other 
Militarie Officers by Land and Sea, muſt henceforth at leaſt 
(and ſhould have done heretofore!) by the ſe)f-lame Text, 
reaſon, ferve their Conntry freely without receiving any 
pay, reward; Contributions from O_—_y fince (1 con» 
ceive) few or none of them ever aftuaily bought their Offi» 
cs, Places, Commiſſions, or paid any moniefor their liſtings 
yea then all other publike Officers real or pretended) mult 
ferve their Countrie gratis , unlefle they purchaſed their 
Offices from thoſe in late or preſent power; and then they 
are op faGovoid by the Statute of 5 E.6.c.16. againſt buying 
or ſelling of Offices. Now upon this condition, that all Sould> 
ers,all MilitarieandCivil Officers will henceforth ſerve their 
Countrie freely, without pay or recompenoe, for the 0 
preſſed-peoples future freedome fromlongunlupportable 
monethly Taxes, Impofitions, Exciles ; Idare preſume a} 
or moſt 'of our Minifters will be content to preach the Go 

el freely to the people likewi, without Tithes or other 

nes, for ſo longa time, as the Souldiers and other Officers 
ſhall freely ſerve .our Nation 5 and I ſuppoſeall Miniſters 
in Scotind, Tretand; will do thelike; ifthe Officers, Soul- 
diers there will firſt really begurthe Precedent. :Which if 
they here and: there- refuſe, they muſt give Minifters leave 
to enjoy their antient-Tithes, Dues, Stipeuds for preachi 
the Goſpel, ſo-long as they demand theinformer pay —_ 
falaries 3 and renounce the obje&ted Text, asfatalto their 
own wages, as the 'Miniſters, -unleffe they dearly bou 
their es, Commands, and did. not free|y-receivethenr; 


which if true (as Ipreſume it falſe)very few of them would -

The ſecond Obje&ion (moſt urged to me by ſome Pejc- 
dennis Souldiers, whiles there a-prifoner under ther'Gards)

& 12. 13, 16,17, 18. The like he did among the Theſſ7+ 
lonians, labouring night and day, becauſe be would nat be charge= 
able to any of thewr,when he preathed unto themt the Goſpel of God, 
I Theff. 2. 8, 9.2 Theff. 3. 8. From whencethey conclude, 
that all other Miniſters ought to preach the Goſpel treely, 
and to labour with their hands day and night in ſome other 
calling to ſupply their neceflities and maintain themſelves 
and. families , that they may not be chargeable to the 
people. 

To which grand argument ( requiring the fulleſtreply ) 
I anſwer, that this general inference from Pauls partifeular 
practice in thele two Churches, is very lame and unſound z 
For, 

1. Paul expreflly reſolves, that all Apoſtles and Minis 
fters of the Goſpel have a juſt right, power to receive 2 
competent maintenance as Mages from the people » and 
moſt ſtrongly proves it to be an ordinagice of Chriſt hinge 
ſelf, in ſome ofthe objeKed Texts, as I have at large dev 
monſtrated. 

2. He likewiſe declares ( with aſalvo jure, as Lawyers 
ſpeak ) that himſelfhadſucha juſt right, power to receive 
wages and maintenance from the very Corinthians and Theſ+ 
ſalonzans themſelves, as well as cthers, though he made no 
uſe of his power : witneſs, 1 Cor. 9. 4, 11, 12, where thus 
he expoſtulates, Have we not power to cat and to drink,, and 
to reap your earnal things, for ſowing unto you ſpiritual things3 
Ff others be partakers of this power over you , Are not we ras 
ther £ - Nevertheleſs we have not uſed this power. And

ic)Neverthslsſs we havenot nſep this power,but wzought 
with laboar and travel Night and Day, that we might not 
be chargeable to any of you. to make our ſelves an enſample 
for you ( Miniſters ) rofollow us : Then 'we ſhould no 
onger over=charget with enttels Taxes, Exciſes, &c. by, 
r, or fromany who. have —— grieved with any 
fret chances of Laws, Civitor:Clarch- Government; or 
Miniſters fetled mainrenance, but:be a Free Shate and Nt 
tion indeed, as ſome have long promifed to makeus,but fil]

inſinuates, -2 Cor. 4« 12, 13, 14- Ch. 7, 30, 31, 32, C11: 7% 
8,9. 2 Car. 12. 10, to 21. 

2, That he might not ſeem to abuſe his power in the Goſpel 
in the opinion of theſe coyetous worldlings, x Cur, 
9. 18, 

3- That he might adde to his glory, in undergoing neceſſi« 
ties for Chrift, wherein be gloried; and adde to bis future re« 
ward, 1 Cor. 9. 15,to 27. 2 Cor. 12. 10, tO 13, 

4+ And principally , To cut off occaſion of ſlander and re« 
proach from ſome falſe Apoſtles, and deceitfull workers and Mi- 
«titers of Satan, transforming themſelves into Angels of Light , 
( who fought occafion to ſlander him) accounting his prea= 
ching very contemptible, and him to be none of Chriſts , 
but a very reprobate, 2 Cor. 10. 7,10, 12. C, 13. 6,7. ( as 
ſome now eſteem our Miniſters ) ſeeking « proof of Chriſt pea» 
king in him, c. 13. 3. (as they doenow inour Miniſters) gle 
Tying (as ſome of the ſame Tribe do now) that they preach« 
ed the Goſpel freely, and wrought with therr own hands; where- 
npon headdeth, that where they gloried, they might be found 
even as be, 2 Cor. 11.12, 13, 14 Which falſe Apoſtles 
and diflembling Hypocrites for all their braggs, did yet en« 
ſlave, take of them, fleece and abuſe them, more than any 
faithfull Miniſters, and yet they patiently enduredit; as he 
there affirms, and infinuates, v. 20. Fozpe ſuffer if aman 
bzing you into if a man devour pou, if aman take 
of pau, if a man exalt if, if a Pan lmite yon on the 
Face; taxing their wiſdom and puſillanimitie for this their 
Afinine ſottiſh upiditie ; when as neither Paul himſelf, nop 
Titus, nor any other of thoſe Miniſters be ſent unto them , did 
either burden, or catch them with gui or make a gain of them, 
« theſe falſe Apoitles, domineermg Hypocrites , and Miniſters 
i Satan + z _—_ 12. 16, 17, 18. Theſe were the _ 

ons exprefſed by him, why he cook no wages of the Co 
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thians, and ago—rnt himſelf with his own labour, 'But 
this-is not our* Miniſters.caſe, after eur ſo long enjoyment 
of the Goſpel , and their enjoying 'of a ſetled maintenance by 
Tithes and Glebes (x) above $00 years fpace, fo long fince ſet« 
led on them by our devout Saxon Kings, and continued ever 
fince, When our Miniſters have the ſelf-ſame reaſons ' as 
Paul had amongf the Corinthians, to move them to purſue 
his objefted pradtice z I doubt not but they will chear- 
fully 1mitate-it, for the advancement ofthe Goſpel, and 
winning ſouls te Chriſt. 

4ly. The reaſon why Paul exerciſed not this power a» 
mong the Theſſaloxians, labouring amongſt them night and day 
to ſupport himſelf, was much different from the former ; 
thus recorded by him; 2 Thefſ. 3.7, to 15. When be was a 
mong them he heard, that there were ſome who walked diſor. 
derly, Wozking not at all, but were bnſte-bovies, ( juft 
ſuch as our new preaching Weavers, Ginger-bread makers, 
Smiths, Soldiers, Citizens, and —_— diſguiſed 
Mechanicks are, who give over their Trades, work, to bu« 
fie themſelves only in gathering new Conventicles , in new 
moulding our Church, State, wn Preaching opeuly and in 
corners every where to carry on their own worldly and 
Jeluitical deſigns: Whereupon he then commanded them 
That if any ( ſuch buſte-bodies) would not wozk ( but 
forſake his — neither ſhould he eat: ( A very good 
Goſpel-law, ifduly executed, to quell all fuch bufe-bo- 
dies ) and upon this occafion, not becauſe be bad not power. 
but tomake himſelf an ECrample foz them to follow, C an 
encourtge theſe bufie-bodies , with all other loiterers to 
labour) be refuſed to eat any mans bread freely , but wrought 
with labour and travel night & day, that be might not be charge= 
able to any of them. Vet "bathe 4 this his example did not 
reform all whiles he was preſent, but ſeme ſuch idle bufic« 
bodies (till continued their praftice notwithſtanding ; he 
gives them this new Precept in and by this Epiſtle, verſ. 14. 
Now them that are ſuch Wig. Command, and exbort by our 
Lord Feſus Chriſt (and O that our prating bufie-bodies 
who ſtep out of their own callings .into other mens and 


into the Miniſters too , would hearken and obey nay ©- 
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that they with quietneſſe work, (or, datheur own work, as (ome 
Tranſlators render it, not other mens ) - a#tl eat their own. 
bread : (not live upon orher mens trenchers, ſweat, 1a« 
bours, as many thouſands doe now) And, if any obey not our 
word, ſignifie (ornote) that manby an Epiltle, and have no 
company with him ( then he will be a Separatiſt in good ear- 
neſt ) that he may be aſhamed, yet count bim not as an enemie , 
but admeniſh him as a Brother, If our Minifters working 
with their own hands at our preaching Mechanicks 
Trades, would reduce them to follow their Trades , 
and give over buſying themſelves in Miniſters and other 
mens publick callings and State-affairs, I preſume many 
of them would fall a working for a time for ſuch a good 
end: But fince Payls own example in this kinde did not 
reclameſatch bufie-bodies then ; whereupon he preſcribed 
another more effeftual remedie, if duely put in execution 
by Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Magiſtrates : Our Miniſters (who 
have lefſer hopes to reclame them now by ſuch a praftice, 
which would give ſcandal unto many, and make them neg- 
le& their proper fun&tion ) have neither reaſon, nor-pre« 
cept to follow this his fingular voluntarie Precedent 
upon this ground of his, which is no waies binding to 
them. 

5. Though Pay! himſelf then laboured among the Co- 
rinthians and took nc wages from them ; yet he received 
wages from other Churches at the ſame time, to ſupply their lack, 
of Service unto him : 2 Cor. 11, 8,9. Which by way of Sarcaſme 
(to upbraide their covetouſneſle, tenacity and ingratitude 
towards him) he calls, Robbing of other Churches ; becauſe it 
was to do them ſervicegnot thoſe Churches : Not that it was rob= 
bery indeed (as ſome __ aſſes judge it, who underſtand 
not Rhetorick and Eloquence ) for in the next verſe he 
ſtiles it, A ſupply; and Phil. 4. 10, 15, 18. a Communicating 
to his Neceſſities ;, a well-doing, a fruit abounding to their account, 
as well as to bis rejoycing, an odour of a ſweet ſmell, a ſacrifice ac= 
ceptable and well-pleafing unto Gol; and wages in the ſelf-ſame 
Text; Thereforeno unlawful robbery. 

6. Though the niggardly Corinthians ſaved their purſes 
by Pauls labour and free preaching, yet they gained no ho- 
nour 
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nour, but diſgrace and ſharp cenſures from him for it ; wit« 
nefſe 1 Cor. 4. 11, 12, 14. Even unto this preſent hour we both 
bunger and thirſt, and are nakgd, and are buffeted, and have no 
certain dwelling place ; and labour working with our own bands, 
Bcc. I write wot theſe things to-thame you but, as my beloved 
ſonnes I admoniſh you : ( of your harſh, ingrate, deſpitefull 
carriage towards me, which makes my condition ſo un- 
comfortable : } which he thus ſeconds, 2 Cor. t 1. 7, $. Have 
Icommitted an offence in abaſing my ſelf, that you might be exal- 
ted, becauſe T have preached the Goſpel of God freely ? I robbed 
other Churches, ef thy wages of them to do you ſervice. And gb, 
12. 12, 13 14, 15. Truly the ſignes of an Apoftle were wrought 
among you in all patience, in fignes and wonders, and mighty 
deeds; For what was it herein ye were inferioz to other 
Churches, except it be, that I my ſelf was not burdenſome to you? 
fozgive me this w2ong : B-bol4, the third time I amready to 
come to you, and I will not be burdenſome to you, for I ſeek not yours 
but you, &c. And IT will very gladly pend-and be ſpent for yor, 
though the more aboundantly IT love you, the leſſe J be Loved. 
Whence all may learn, that it 1s a great diſparagement , 
ſtain, and certain figne of want of love both to the Miniſters 
and Miniſtry of the Goſpel, for any Church, people to ſuffer 
or enforce their Miniſter to hunger, thirſt, be naked, to have 
no certain dwelling place, and to ow working with his own 
hands, that he may preach the Goſpel freely to them : and ſuch 
kind of ungratefull, ungodly people, who cauſe Miniſters 
thus to ſpend and be ſpent for them, will be (o far from loving 
or we them for it, that the more they love them in this 
kind, the lefſe they will probably love them again, as the Corinthi- 
ans did Paul : who traduced, flandered him, as no true Apoſ- 
tle, a weake contemptible Preacher, and a very Reprobate, in 
flead of commending him for his extraordinary paines and coft,in 
preaching freely- to them, 2 Cor. 10. 10. & 12.11, 12. & 13. 6, 
7, 9. Who then would hearken to, or gratife (uch perverſe 
Beaſts, and fuch unthankfull Hypecrites, chough appearing 
in the ſhapes of Saints, and notion of the godly party, (' or ra= 
ther ungodly faGtion ) againſt our Miniſters and their mainte=« 
nance ? 
7- Though Pay! thus laboured night and day with his 
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own hands to maintain himſelf and preach the Goſpel frees. 
Iy, yet it followes not hence, that all other Miniſters now 
ſhould do it.. 

1. Becauſe he being. an inſpired Apoſtle, able to preach 
by immediate in{piration and revelation from with 
out ſtudy or premeditation (as is probable,) his labour in 
this kind, was no hindrance to his diligent, conſtant, po 
werfull preaching. But no Miniſters now, (being thus um« 
mediately inſpired) rhey muſt ſtudy, meditate day aud 
night for what they preach, and examine their Dot&rines 
ſeriouſly by Gods word before they vent them : whence Paul 
enjoynes even Timothy himſelf, 2 Tim. 3. 13, 15, 16. To give 
attendance to reading, to exbortation,to doctrine, to meditate upon 
theſe things, nd give himſelf wholly to them, that his profiring 
might appeare to all men : and to take heed unto bis dodrine : 
which he could. not do, ifhe ſhould labour night and dap 

-with his hands as Par did, to ſupport himſelt and preach 
gratis: wherefore he tells him, 2 hs. 2. 4. That no man that: 
warreth ( a ſpiritual. warfare as he and other Minifters do 
tntangleth himſelf with the affaires of this life; that be may af 
or ſerve him who bath choſen bim to be a Souldier... Adire& iny 
hibition to Miniſters to follow Pauls Precedent 3 who can» 
not ſerve and pleaſe God intheir Miniſtry, if they-labour 
day and night in Mechanick trades for their living. And 
upon this ground(which is very obſervable)the very Apoſtles 
themſelves, Af. 6. 3, 4, 5, 6- Calling the hind to them, 
ſaid, it is not reaſon (pray marke.it that we ſhould leave the 
Word of God and ſerve Tables (much lefle work day and night 
at a Mechanick Trade: ) wherefore brethren lookg ye out ſeven 
men of honeſt report, full of the holy Ghoſt & wiſdom,whom ye may 
appoint over this buſineſſe : but we will give our ſelves conti- 
nnally to Pzayer, and to the Piniftrp of the wozd : And 
the ſaying. pleaſed the whole multitude. From which Texts 
itzs Clear, 

1. Thatthe Apoſtles themſelves reſolve, that they could 
not exerciſe the -very antient office of a Deacon in ſerving 
Tables attending on. Widowes and other poor, aged, ime - 
potent Saints, without negleCting, or giving over preach! 
ofthe Ward; much lefle then can Miniſters labour day . 
. night .. 
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night with their hands at ſome Trade or other, to maintain 
themſelves and their Families, without acglefting and de- 
fiſting from the _ 

2. That Apoſtles and Miniſters of the Goſpel, ought to give 
themſelves wholly and continually to prayer, preaching, medit a= 
tion, reading, and other Miniſterial duties ; and therefore nuſt 
not undertake or intermeddle with ſecular Imployments 
and Callings. 

3. That the Apoſtles themſelves have punCtually reſoly- 
ed, and that all the primitive Chriſtians unanimouſly afſen» 
red toit; that it is not reaſon, that they ſhould leave preach- 
ing the word of God, ſo mucit as to wait upon Widdowes and. 
poor people at their tables ; whereupon they elefed ſeven 
Deacons to diſcharge that office. Therefore it is far lefſe 
reaſon, (and they are moſt wicked and unreaſonable men with= 
out faith or charity, from which the Apoſtle prayes God deliver 

bim and. all bis Miniſters, 2 Theff. 3. 2. who nowurge it) to 
enforce all our Miniſters to negle&, forlake their Miniſtry, 
Preaching, Studies now, to follow. handicraft: Trades to 
get their livelihood, that ſo they might preach freely ta 
the people without any recontpence, or reward at all. 

2. All godly Minifters, people inall ages, and the very 
Objefors themſelves of late years have extremely con 
demned, cenſured our Biſhops and Prelatical Clergy, toge- 
ther with Popes, Popiſh Prelates and Clergy men, for inter» 
medling with, and executing civil Offices, Imployments 
and worldly affairs, which neceſſitated them to negle& the 
preaching. of the Goſpel, and their Miniſterial duties 3 
whereupon not only many antient and late Councils, Sy- 
nods, but As of Parliament , have ſpecially prohibited 
them, to be Privy Counſlellers of State, Judges, Juſtices of + 
the Peace, Lord Chancellors, Treaſurers, Keepers of the: ,, 

Privy Seal, Stewards of Courts, Commiſſioners ;- and our ( y ) Sce-An- 
very * laſt Parliament by (everal late Atis diſabled all Biſhops tiqu. Ecelefiz » 
from ſitting as Peers in Parliament, and them with all other Biir. p. 138, 
Clergy men, to execute any temporal Offices, or Commilli-- = 42.” Hove- 
ons, as$('y ).incompatible with their ſpiritual FunGion and an, —_ _ F

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Which 1 have proved at large by teſtimonies in all ages, in 
my Breviate of the Prelates intolerable Uſurpation; printed 
Anno. 1637. My Unbiſhoping of Timothy and Titysz and Anti» 
pathy of the Engliſh Prelacy to Mynarchy and Unity, Anno 
1641. Therefore to force our Miniſters to become Mecha« 
nicks, and give themſelves wholly to worldly callings, 
imployments incompatible with their profeſſions , muſt 
needs be an irrational, unchriftian Proje&, unworthy the 
profeſſion or profeſſors of the Goſpel, not juſtifiable from 
Payls example in them that would enforce it. 

3. If this Precedent of Par! be a ſafficient argument to 
prove, that our Miniſters ought to work for their living, 
and to preach the Goſpel freely without any reward or 
coercive Maintenance; I ſhall then by the ſel6-ſame reaſom 
prove, that all Officers and Souldiers of the Army who 
make this ObjeCon, and all our pablick civil Officers a 
proving it, ought likewiſe to fight and diſchargetheir Of 
ces without pay or falary, and to work with their own 
hands to get their livings, without oppreſling the people 
with any Contributions of Exciſes to maintain them. 

1. Becauſe Miniſters and they are both of one profeſſion 
in ſeveral ſenſes, to wit, Souldiers, 2 Tim. 2. 3, 4. a5 Thave 
formerly proved: Therefore to fare both ahikein reſpeC& 
of pay or hire. 

2. Becauſe God records in Scripture, Ezech. 29, 18. 
That Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylon (even by Gods ap« 
pointment) cauſed his Army to ſerve a great ſervice againſt 
Tyrw ; every head was made bald, and every ſhoulder yas peeled, 
Pet had he no wages no2 his Armp fozTy2us for the ſervice 
that he ſerved again#t it. If Nebuchadnezzer atid his Army 
ſerved God freely againſt Tyre without wages many years;

of be. ſtrongly laid, the height thertof threeſcore Cubits, and the

withſtanding every ſeventh year amongſt them was Sabbati- 
cal, and free fromtillage, and the voluntaty fruits of the 
earth then growing were to be for the poor,and the beaits of 
the field were to eat the reſt, Exod. 23. 10, 11. Lev. 25. 3, &c. 
What would our Anabaptiſts, Quakers and tithe-oppug- 
ners have ſaid and done, had they been born Iſraelites, uns 
der the law, and clogged with ſo many Tithes and expences, 
whonow grumble at and refuſe to pay halfſo much Tithes 
as they conſtantly did, though they pay no firſt-fruits, Sa- 
erifices, and other coſtly Oblations of ſeveral ſorts to God, 
as the l[raelites did, belides all theſe Tithes ?

ed Atheiſts out»right : Let them therefore reform this

God reſervedto his Prieſts, Levites, and himſelf, as is evi- 
dent by Amos 4- 4, 5- Come ye to Bethel and tranſpreſſe, at 
Gilgal multiply tranſgreſſion ; and bring your Sacrifices every 
mcrning and pour Tithes after thze pears, and offer a Sa- 
crifice of thankggiving with leaven , and proclaim and publiſh 
the free offerings, for this liketh you, O ye children of Iſrael, ſaith 
the Lord of Hoſts, Let thole Phariſees, idolatrous Jews and 
Iſraelites praftice then ſhame all our Anabaptifts,Quakers, 
Soldiers, Se&aries, and other Tith-oppugners now, left 
they riſe up in judgement and condemn them, at the laft 
day.

practice they ſhould firſt reform, if repugnant to the Go(- 
pel *d Now fuch Maintenance as this, 1s more properly and 
purely Levitical and Ceremonial than Tithes; fince all 
Meat-Off rings, Peace-Offerings and Sacrifices, out of which 
the Levitical Piieſts were to have their Share and Mainte« 
nance, were only Free-Will-Dfferings voluxtarily offered to 
God, without any coercion, when they pleaſed, Levit.2. 1. ch: 3. 
1. ch. 22. $1, 19, 22, 23. Numb. 19. 3. ch. 29.39. Deut. 12. 
6, 17. Ch. 16. 10. cl. 23. 23. Pſal. 54. 6. Ezra 3.5. ch.7.16. 
2 Chron. 31. 14- It then Tithes, Glebes, and all coercive, 
ſetled Maintenance for Mmiſters be aboliſhed and unlawfu}l 
under the Goſpel, though not primarily, and purely Levyi- 
tical, but of divine, Moral, ayd natural Raght, by the Diflate of 
natural reaſon; as Tyndarns, Rebuffus,and many others afhrm 
in their Treatiſes of Tithes; then much more muſt their 
maintenatice by Levitical Free-will-O fferings, Oblations, and 
Sacrifices be ſuch ; being more purely Levitical and Cere- 
monial that Tithes, as thele Inſtances manifeſt, and 1 Cor. 
9. 13. Heb. 7. 12, 13. And if Miniſters cf the Goſpel muſt 
have neither a ſetled nor inforced Maintenance, by Glebes, 
Tithes or otherwiſe, as ſome now plead, nor yet an uncer- 
tain one by voluntary Free-will=Offerings and Contributions, 
they ſhall have no maintenance at all allowed them under 
the Goſpel; whereas the Prieſts of God under the Law had 
both a certain ſetled Maintenance, reward by Glebes and 
Tithes; and likewiſe an arbitrary and uncertain, by their 
Fees, Dues out of the peoples Free-will-Offerings, and Sacri« 
fices; And why Miniſters of the Goſpel may not have a like 
ſetled, coercive Maintenance, both by Glebes and Tithes, 
and likewiſe an honorary ſuper- additional reward accord» 


ing to their pains and merits, by the voluntary bexevolences, 


and 'Free-will-Offerings of the People, as well as the Prieſts 
under the Law, or as well as Servants and all publick Oft- 


cers, Military or Civil; Let their Oppoſites render me a 
realon, 
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reaſon, when they are able; the Apoſtle reſolving thus of 
Mimfters of che Guſpel in oppoſition to the Preiſts under 
the Law, Heb. 13. 10. We have an Altar, whereof they bave 
1o'right to eat which ſerve the Tabernacle ; which text corm- 
pared with 1 Cor: 9. 13, 14. Do ye not know, that they which 
miniſter about boly things, live of the things of the Temple ;, and 
they which wait at the Altar , are partakers with the Altar ? 
Tven ſo bath the Lozd o2dained, that they which preach the 
Gefpel ſhould live of the Gofpel; and with P#1l.4.18. But I have 
all, and abound, and am full, having received from Epaphrodi- 
rus the things (or voluntary Contribution ) ſent from you, an 6 
dour of a moſt ſweet (mell, a Dacrifice acceptable well 
picaſing to God ; will warrant this Concluſion ; that” as 
the'Golpel in theſe Texts retains the old legal Terms of

their Miniſtry and Office being both the ſame in ſubſtance 
(even to worſhip, praiſe, ſerve, honour God according to 
his revealed word, will, and inftruft, exhort,diref, guide 
his people in the way of ſalvation,and bring them to eter- 
nal glory ) though differing in ſome circumſtances of lefſer 
moment, aboliſhed by Chriſts death. It is therefore moſt 
reaſonable, juſt, equitable, convenient, they ſhall receive, 
enjoy the like ſerled maintenance by Glebes, Tithes, Ob- 
lations as their predecefſors did, God having preſcribed 
none other kindeof reward or ſu bfiſtence for them in the 
Goſpel that any can ſhew me. It is uſual in all Kingdoms, 
States, Nations, where there are any publick ſetled offices 
and Officers, for any perſons who ſucceed others in thoſe 
Offices, to enjoy the ſelf-ſame Salaries, Houſes, Lands, 
Fees, Revenues as their Predeceffors lawfilly recaved, 
unlefſe- there be ſome ſpecial Laws to alter their Sti- 
pends : This weſee verified in all Civil, Military and Ec- 
clefiaſtical Officers ; yea, in the times of greateſt publick 
changes, revolutions that ever befell the Nation, thoſe 
whom moſt yet call Judges, Sheriffs, Majors, Generals, Co- 
lonels, Captains, Governors of Forts, Regiſters, &c. though 
their Commiſſions be altered in ſome things, and them- 
ſelves m more, do yet receive the ſelf-ſame Salaries, pays, 
Fees, maintenance annexed to their Offices, as their law- 
full Predeceflors did; yea, to come cloſer home, All 
our Proteſtant Miniſters, fince the reformation of Reli- 
gion, have generally enjoyed the Glebes and Tithes ( as 
the Pariſhioners enjoy, frequent the Churches, poflefſe 
the Houſes, Inheritanees, ) which their Popiſh predeceſ- 
ſors did before them ; though the one of them ( juſt like 
the Levitical aboliſhed Prieſts ) made it their chiefeſt 
buſinefle and part of their calling'to fay Maſle, and «ffer 
an unbloody Sacrifice ( as they falſly termed-it) on their 
Altays both for the quick and dead; and the other, who ſuc# 
ceed them, make it their principal work to preach the 
Goſpel, and adminiſter the - Sacrament according to 
Chriſts inſtitution.

Why the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel ſhould not likewiſe ſucceed the Levitical Priefts 
( as well as the popiſh ) in the enjoyment of their ſetled 
Maintenance by Glebes, Tithes, ( being not meerly ce- 
remonial, as 1 bave proved, nor yet ſo papal as Biſhops, 
Deans, und Churches Lands , in which our Anabaprifts , 
Army-Officers,and Tithe-oppugners will yet ſucceed them 
without any ſcruple ) and all believing Gentiles, who 
ſucceed the believing Iſraclites in Gods Church, ſucceed 
them likewiſe in the due and juſt maiatenance of their 
Miniſters by Tithes and Glebes,. reſerved to and pre- 
ſcribed by that crue, holy, juſt and righteous God, who is 
not only the God of the Jews, but of the Gentiles alſo, Rom.3.19.

= Glebe*, Tithes to God and his Miniſters under the Goſpel, 
as the Jews did to him, his Prieſts, and Levites under the 
Law ; as well as they render to him the (elf-ſame Propor- 
tion of time for his Weekly, publick Service, and why pay- 
ment of Tithes, Oblations under the Goſpel to God, (who 
gives us both them and the reſidue of our Eſtates, and en- 
creaſe out of his own meer free grace ) for the maintenance

The Nine parts 
are withdrawn from thee , becauſe thou wovldeſt not give the 
Tenth. It is moſt apparent, that thou haſt not given them ;

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Antichriftianiſm ;| Therefore they may, and arealſo bound 
in Juſtice, Equity, Conſcience, not only to ſettle Glebes 
upon, but likewiſe to pay Tithes to the Muuſters of the 
Goſpel, as a diie Wages, Hire, Reward for their Labour 
in the Miniſtry, as well as __ did to their Prieſts and 
Levites, without the leaſt tinture of Fudaiſm or Antichri« 
ffianiſm:{ince Chriſt himſelf in the Goſpel expreſly reſolys, 
Mzt. 10, 10. Luke 10. 7. and 1 Tim. 5.18. That Miniſters 
being Lbourers are worthy of their Meat, Hire, and a cont- 
petent Maintenance ſuitable to their pains and funftion; as 
well as any other hired Servants or Labourers in the fheld-, 
or as 'our labouring Oxen or Horles are of Straw and Pro« 
vender.

Secular Pzieſts to themſelves) That the Command of 
Tithes was not Pozal but Ceremonial, and not to be 
perfozmed by conſtraint of Conſcience, to the Piniſter : 
and that out of whatſoever ( Lands ) at leaſt was given to any of 
the four Orders of Freers Pendicants ( as now to Anabap- 
tijts and © »akers their diſciples) no Tithe was in conſci- 
ence to be dednced fo2 the Piniſter; as he proves out of 
the * Corncil of Vienna held An. 1340. || Pope Innocent the 
4th, and Richard Archbiſhop of Armagh in Defenſ. Cura- 
torum: Alex. 1. 4. Confil. 62. and William R: (a Franciſcan 
Freer his Do&rine condemmne4 in the Convocation of the 
Clergie Anno 5 H. 6. as Heretical, and publikely recanted 
by him at Parls Croſfas ſuch; That Tithes (eſpecially perſonal ) . 
fall not under divine precept, at leaſt that they ſhould be paidto 
the Parochjal Curate as a dre unto him of right , unl:(ſe there 
were a Ciitom tc the contrary; but that every one might law- 
fully give them to pious vſes at their pleaſure; Whereupon 
theſe N-w Mifters and Preaching Freers, preaching and tea-= 
ching thus againſt the Old and N.w Teſtament ; were enjoy- 
ned by * (everal Corncils and Syyods 1n their Sermons to ex« 
bort, inform, and inſtru& the _ without any fraud, to pay 
their Tithes faithfully to their Miniſters , as DUE by the 
Lawes of God and the Church, under pain of being deprived of 
the power of abſolving the people from their ſins. Therefore 
John Cannes, with his confederate Anabaptiſts and Quakers 
new DoCtines, Invectives, Petitions againſt cur Mmiſters 
Tithes, derived from thele old and new Franciſcan Mendi- 
cant þ reers now {warming amongſt them, is far more tru- 
ly, really Antichriſtian, than our Mimiſters and their Tithes, 
of which more in its due place. 

11. That God in the Levirical and Judicial Law pre- 
ſcribed Laws for Warr, and Souldiers 1n the Wars , Devt.

And if it be neither Jewiſhnor Anti- 
chriſtian,nor unchriſtian for our Sajntlike Officers and Sol- 
diers under the Goſpel, to make like Proclamation to 
cowardly perſons, or to proclaim peace to Cities , and 
gariſons,crethey beſiege or ſtorm them,and if obſtnic and 
won by forceto take the Spoil and Plunder of fuch Cities, 
Enemies to themſelves,and eat therof, which lam certain 
all our Officers, Soldiers, and their Anabaptiſtical Tithe- 
oppugning Chaplains will grant and ſubleribe to, though 
thus qe by the Levitical law, aboliſhed ( as they 
ſay ) by Jeſus Chriſt: Then queſtionlels our Miniſters of 
the Goſpel may ſtill receive and enjoy theirGlebes, Tithes, 
Oblations, by like reaſon, without the leaſt gnilt or re- 
proach of Fudaiſm or Antichriſtianiſm, though preſcribed 
to the Levitical Prieſts and Levites, by the Levitical law;

And among 
other things, we finde their Tithes ( vowed to God by Facob, 
Gen. 28. 20, 21, 22.) coupled with their Vows, as things 
devoted by them to God by * Vow, as well as referved by 
Law : Deut. 12. 11. Yea, all the Jews were obliged by a 
Solemn Covenant to bring, pay their firſt fruits and Tithes to 
God, his Prieſts and Lewites, Nen. 10,31,to 39. Will or 
dare fohn Cannethen,or any other Tithe-4eniercaverr, that 
it is both Jewiſh, Antichrijtian, unlawfull for Miniſters and 
Chriſtians under the Goſpel, inviolably to oblerve and 
perform al] rexend ang. lawtull Oathes, Vows, Covenants 
they have ſolemnly made to God and men, with hands 
lifted up to heaven ( as ſome of their perfidious horrid 
violations of them without bluſh or check of late ſeems to 
proclaim before God and all the world) and to pay thoſe 
Tithes, Dues to our Miniſters, which our Anceſtors and 
we by Solemn Vows and Covenants too, have dedicated un- 
to God and his Miniſters, and never intended by our Co 
venant to aboliſh or diminiſh in the leaſt degree, (as Canne 
perjuriouſly and abſurdly afferts) but to eſtabliſh and per- 
petuate, as the late Ordinances for Tithes and: Avgmentations 
made by the very Preſcribers and S»bſcribers of the late S0« 
lemn League and Covenant (which it ſeems Fobn Canne never 
took, though he preſſeth 1t on others, as 1115 words Many 
have (wozn,who Ihope will now obſerve it, import) both 
at 
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at the-time, and fincethe making, . taking of the Solemy 
Leagve and Covenant , with the Af: mblies Exhortation for 
the better taking thereof, authored by the late Parlia- 
ment, infallibly evidence ? Ifſo; Fobn Canne with his per-

( there cited by him) from hence conclude; That Tithes 
are lawfull under the Goſpel, as well as alms , forſomuch as the 
Gift thereof unto the Prieft, did not Ceaſe in the time of Chritt : 
and Saint Augrſ/tine in his 219 Sermon, of Paying Tithes , 
preſſeth the payment of them under the Goſpel, as a Duty, by 
many enforcing arguments , before any Popes Decretals for 
payment of them, or thatwe now call Popery, was known 
in the world.

The ſameis afferted by divers of our Proteſtant Divines , 
particularly by Dr.George Carleton, in his Treatiſe intituled, 
Tithes proved to be due by a Divine Right, printed at Lox- 
don 1606. By Dr. William $clater his Miniſters Portion. By 
Richard Eburne his Maintenance of the Miniſtry, Loudox 
1609. By Richard Mountague,in his Diatribe on the firſt part 
of the Hiftory of Tithes, London 1628. by Robert Tileſke his 
Animadverſions on Mr.Seldens Hiſtory of Tithes, London 1619. 
Mr. Samuel Purchas in his Pilgrimage, |. 2. c. 7. with ſundry 
others. And though one or two Engliſh Writers are of a 
different opinion, yet they all hen | that being (etled by 
our laws, they are duely to be paid, even in point of juſtice 
and conſcience; that they arenot imply unlawfull ; but a 
juſt and fieting maintenance under the Goſpe), which Mr.

He diſpatched the two principal Propofitions of 
greateſt concernment, (wherein I have been larger than 
T at ficſt intended ) to ſatisfie all mens Conſciences, and ſtop 
the mouths of all Gain-ſazers, I now proceed to the third 
Propoſition» 

That if Tithes and otber maintenance by Glebes, Oblations, Penſi- 
ons, formerly ſetled on our Miniſters, be either wilfully withbeld, or 
ſubratted from them by the people, in part or in whole, the Civil Me- 
gifirates may and ought by coercive Laws, Penalnes to inforce 
the payment of them in due form and time, both by the Law of 
Ged, and Rules of Inſtice, without any Injury or Oppreſtion ts the 

eople. 
| This Propoſition neceſſarily follows from the former 
two : for ifthere be a juſt, competent, comfortable Main- 
tenance due to all lawfull paintfull Preachers, and Mini- 
ſters of the Goſpe), even by divine Right, inſtitution, ex- 
preſſe Precepts, both of the Goſpel and Law of God; and 
that as a juſt Debt, hire, wages, ſalary, right, not as a 
mere voluntary Gifc, Alme,Benevolence; and the ſetled main- 
tenance of our Minifers by Tithes, Glebes,Oblations, Pen- 
fions, and other Duties, beſuch; as 1 have already de- 
monſtrated : then the Civil Magiſtrates may and ought by 
coercive Laws and Penalties co enforce the payment of 
them in due form and time ( as our very Officers by ſuch 
means enforce their Souldiers, Parents their Children and 
Servants, Schoolmaſters their Scholars, yea our Troopers 
their ery Horſes, held in with Bits and Bridles when unru- 
ly, and quickned with Spurs when Jazy : and Shepheards 
their very Sheep, with their Dogs and hooks, when there is 
cauſe, to do their duties, and reform their Errors ) with- 
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out the leaſt guilt or colour of Injury or Oppreſsion to 
the wilfull , obſtinate, or negligent detainers of ther; and 
that by the (elt- ſame Laws, rules of Juſtice, Reaſon, Conſci- 
ence, as all Tith- Opponents yet grant, they may enforce 
obitinate or negligent Tenants, Creditors, Maſters, Pablick 
or private Accomptants , Treſpaſſers, Diſſeifors, and the 
like, to pay their juſt Rents and Services to their Land- 
lords , their due Debts to their Creditors, their contrat- 
ed wages to their hired Labourers or menial Servants, their 
audited Arrears to the publick Treaſury, or others to whom 
they are indebred upon Account, their aſcertained damma- 
ges to ſuch as they have injured, and to reftore the Goods or 
Lands unjuſtly taken or detained, to thoſe they have plun- 
dered or diſſeifed of them, yea as juſtly as they may by any 
coercive Laws and means enforce and conſtrain any obſti- 
nate Perſons or Merchants, to pay all Tenths, Fifteens,Sub-

Queſt. But what ground is there in Scripture ( may ſome de- 
mand ) for compelling People to pay their Tithes and other Duties 
to their Miniſters ? 

Anſw 1 anſwer. r. We have the Preſident, Law, and Com- 
mandement of Godly Hezckjab, recorded in the 2 ( bron. 31, 
4, 5, 6, 7, $. with the good effeF it wrought , already reci- 
ted. aly. The Examples of zealous Nebemiab, and the Re- 
ligioug Nobles and People under him ; who entred into a 
ſolemn Covenant , curſe, oath, and made ©zdinances to 
charge themſelves yearly with the third part of a Sbekle for 
the ſervice ofthe Houſe of God : and that they would bring 
in all their Firſt-fruics and Offerings, and the Tithes of 
their ground unto the Levites , that the ſame Levites 
might 
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might have theirTithes in all the Cities of their Tillage, 
Neb.g. 38 c. 10. 1. throughout, ſpecially v.29, 3237, 38,39: 
ch, 12. 44» 45. Which when afterwards negle&ed, by the 
people , Nebemiah contended with the Rulers ( tor their negli- 
gence in not enforcing the people to pay them) whereupon 
this eftetenſued , Then bzought all Judah the Tithes of 
the Cozn, and the new Wine, and the Ople unto the 
Treaſurers, 4c. And Nehemich was lo far from deeming 
this /njuſtice or Oppreſcion , as ſome now malitiquſly term 
it; that he prayes, Kemember me, O my God, concerning thiss 
and wipe not out my good Deeds, that I have done for the Houſe of 
my God,and for the offices thereof, Neh,13.10,to 15-From which 
Prelident Nicholas Hemingius( a far better Divine and Scholar 
than Fobn Canne and all his Aſſociates againſt Tithes ) thus 
reſolves in his Commentary on 1 Theff, 5, 12, 13; Therefore 
the Godly are to be admoniſhed , That by Divine Right 
they owe Dtipends unto the Piniſters of ths Church. 
But that nothing may be bere negleFed ts the dammage of the Mini- 
ſtry, This care belongs to the Duperious. For if Kings 
be nurſing Fatbers to the Church ( 4s laizah admoniſhetd) Poſ- 
ſunt et debent jure dibino miniffris Eccleſſz fipendia 
ozdinare, they may and ought by Divine Right ( or Gods 
Law ) fo ordain Stipends to the Miniſters of the Church , by the 
exramplt of the waff god!y King Hezechiah , 2 Chron, 31. That 
they may wholly gdgift themſ#ver Wthe Law of God. Andifthe 
people detain Theſe Salaries , and ferled Dues from them, 
they may enforce them by Fines, penalties, and Aﬀtions to 
pay them, ghd 
2ly. If theſe Examples prevail not, we have the Preſi- 
dent of a zealous Heathen Prince Cwho ſhall riſe up in judge- 
ment againſt many pretended Magiſtrates, refufing to ſlit 
complaining Miniſters to recover their juſt Tith's and 
Dues from their refraftory ingrate perople)to wit, King #- 
taxerxes, who making a Decree for turniſhing Ezra the Prieſt 
with whaiſsever be | wa require for the maintenance of Gods 
worſhip and Houſe, Ezra 7. 11, &c. concludes it than vs 26, 
And whoſoever will not do the Law of thy God, and the Law of the 
King ( which confirm our Miniſters. Tithes and Ducs ) 
Let Judgement be executed ſpeevily upon him, whether

Here is a Goſpel reſolution of our Saviour in two Evange- 
liſts, ratified with a verily 7 ſay unto thee; That all thoſe 
who will not pay theic Miniſters Tiches and Daes, as well 
as other mens Debts, may be lawfully brougbt and-haled 
perforce before the Magiſtrate, and by the Magiſtrate and 
Fudge, condemned in double Dammages, eaſt into Priſon, 
and not ſuffered to come out thence, til be bave paid the ut- 
moſt farthing, not only of his Cetained Tithes and Daes, bat 
of his fine, forfeiture, and coſts of fute, preſcribed by our 
Laws. Andletall our Swordmen and other oppugners of

15: 27. ay if 
any refuſe to render them, out of their Hard-heartedneſs, 
and want of Charity ; the Chriſtian Magiſtrates under tbe

Chriſtian Republicks and Realms ) but by Diſtreſſer, ſale of 
Goods «nd other coercive wayes compel them to rendev them 
and that both by the Common law of England, and the Sta- 
tutes of 22 H.$,c.

even by the Goſpels Reſolution;and not to go a warfare at any 
time on their own free coſt, but upon the Peoples pay & wages, 
as due to them, as any Souldiers(which have formerly pro- 
ved)chey muſt by the ſelf ſame reaſon acknowledge the le- 
vying & enforcing of the paymeat of their leſs Burdenſotn, 
and more lega], neceſſarie Tiithes for the defence and preſer- 
vation of the very Goſpel, Religion, Gods Glory and Mans 
Salvation once a year, by penalties, forfeitures, impriſon-

T ithes or Miniſters dues ,, when in che heat of Perſecution, 
they were ſo bouncifull to them and the Poor as thus vo- 
Juncarily to contribute their whole Efates for their ſup- 
port ?- Whoſe Prelident if che Cavillers againſt our preſent 
penal Laws, Ordinences for Tithes would imitate, no Miniſter 
nor other volunta: y Tith-payers would oppoſe their repeal. 
And though in theſe Primitive times of Perſecution, the 
Chriſtians being ſpoyled of their Lands and Pofleſſions, 
could-nox pay Ttthes in kind in moſt places, but were neceſ-

In brief, learning, knowledge in Arts, T ongues, Hiſtories 
of all ſorts, and in the Laws; Governments of former ages, 
are ſo abſolutely neceflary for the right underſtanding and 
interpretation of the Scriptures, and good Government of 
all Common-wealths and Kingdoms, - that without them 
there/neicher will nor can be any true Religion, found Know * 
ledge of God, ns word,or works,nor orderly Government, 
Humanity, Civility, Navigation,or Commerce'almoſt in the

Anaboptifis, Dippers, Dua- 
kers, with other late blaſpbemous Sefaries and Hereticks : T he 
3d, prophane, covetous Earthworms, and Acheiftical Wret- 
ches; who fay in their Hearts, and ſometimes boldly profeſs, 
not only by their Lives, but with their Tongues in this laws- 
leſs Age, There is no GOD.

For the firſt, they are either Officers and Common Soul- 
diers, and thoſe, either ſuch who have gained or purchaſed 
Lands fince the Wars, lyable to Tithes; for ſuch who haye 
no Lands at all, and ſo not of preſent Ability, Capacity to 
pay Tithes. Thoſe who have any purchaſed Lands lyable 
to Tithes, are now fo fierce againſt them, (for ought I can 
__ not out of any grounds of piety or Conſcience; 
but, either out of an unworthy, covetous, degenerous. ſordid 
diſpofition, to eaſe themſelves and their Heirs from this juſt 
antient Debt , yea a charge of Tithes ypon their New cheap 
Purchaſes,and gain them as an Over-plas into their Bargains, 
to improve their Purchaſes to an higher value; the caſe of 
ſuch of them who approve of our Miniſters, our publick 
Ordinances, and are no Speakers, Anabaptiſts, Seftarier., Or 
elſe a like ayaritious Diſpoſition, mixed with and eh 
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by a protelſed Enmity, Malignicy againft the very Perſons, 
Calling of our Minifters., whom they-ulually- revile by 
the names of. Baals Prieſts , Black Coats, Antichriſtian 
Locuſts , rotten , corrupt Clergy-men , Seditious , F attious 
Uarletr; and all other rayling Epithires , which Lilly in 
his. late Aimanacks and Scurrilous Pampblets , hath furni- 
ſhed them wich , which they much magnifie. This is 
the Caſe of ſuch Sword men, who are above, or againft 
all Ordinances, Duties publick or private : or Antiſcripturifts, 
Antitrinitarians, Gabe, Seekers, Quakers, Aﬀeriers of the 
Souls mortality, as rifing trom and dying with the body z of 
all cheir ordinary unordained Speakers, Preachers, infeted 
with any other erronious, beretical, or blaſþbemous opinions ; of 
all diſguiſed Feſuites, Prieſts, P apiſts under the Profeſſion and 
Name of Seuldiers Thoſe who have no Lands liable to Tithes, 
petition and ſpeak again them; either -meerly to pleaſe 
their Superior 'Landed-Officers, for fear of being cafhiered by 
them ; or becauſe they are infeFed with Anabaptiſm, Jeſui= 
tiſm, Errors, Blaſpbemy, Scbiſm, Arianiſm, Atheiſm, contempt of 
all publique Ordinances, Duties, and « bitter Emmity againſt our 
Miniſters Perſons,Callings,or Intruders into their Office as well as 
into moſt other Profetſions)without any Lawful cal. Theſe, 

in my Obſeryacion(andI1 appeal to every of their own Con- 
ſciences in the preſence of the Searcher of all bearts, for the rruth 

of it) are the only erue Grounds, Motives of any Officers 

or Souldiers preſent ſtickling oppoſition againſt Tithes and 

Miniſters, arifing from within them, as they are private per- 

ſons. And theſe aunchriftian Grounds, ſeconded with the os» / 
pen or under-hand follicications of their Anabaptiſtical, 

Heretical, Schiſmatical , Jeſuitical, Aftromatical Friends 

and acquaintance our of the Army ; backed wich a moſt im- 


pious, wretched, Sacrilegious Policy to pleaſe the fimple 


oppreſſed, deluded Country people in diſcharging them at pre- 
ſent from the payment of Tithes to their Miniſters, that ſo 
they may augment their Taxes to the full value of their aboliſhed 
Tithe, to ſupport themſelves and 1be Army the longer in a body, 
to upbold their Supream enchroacbed Powers, preſerve, encreaſe their 
New Purchaſes, Eftates, depending wholly upon tbe New Law an.

Taat the Dominican, Franciſcty, and other Popiſh Fryer:, 
vere the firſt Broachers of chis Opinion , That Laymen 
were not bound to pay Tithes to their Minfters ty any Divine law 
or right; on purpoſe to draw the Tithes of Mmiſters and Curates 
to themſelves, and exempt whatever Lands or 7 bings were givOt 
to them from payment of Tithes; have elſewhere evidence 
out of (a) Mr. Seldex and others; whe:eupon (b) Jubannes 
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120, 
Sariburienſis Biſhop of Chartres thus cenſured them, M+ror þ, p. Nogis 
ut fidelzum pace loquar, quodnam fit ut Decimas & jura aliena Cv.ialium, l. 
Kux hare non erubeſcunt, Tnquieut (orts Religioſt ſumus, 7+ c. 21, 
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Plan; Decimas ſolvere Religions pars eff, Adding, that their 
Exemptions from payment of Tithes did derogare conſtitu= 
tioni Divine, derogate from Dtvine inſtitution. And Petrus 
Bleſenſis, Archdeacon of Bath, in his 82, Epiitle mveighs very 
mich againſt the privileges of the Ciſtercian Monks exemp- 
tion from payment of Tithes., as injurioſa immunitas , Conn 
tra Dei jufticiam : (ſeeing Fufticie Divine manifeſts reſiftit, 
qui Miniſtris Eccleſie nititur jus Decimationis auferre : Which 
theſe Fricrs not only perſiſted in,by ſubſtrafting their own 
Tithes from the Miniſters by colour of theſe Exempti« 
on3, but likewiſe the Tithes of their other Pariſhio« 
ners , eſpecially -ſych who contemning and deſerting 
their pwn Patiſh Prieſts and Churches, reſorted to 
theſe Friers Chapels, and acknowledged them for their 
Ghoſtly Fathers and Conſefſors. This is moſt evident by the 
Petition of the Pariſh Prieſts and ReGiors of London to the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury and the reſt of the Biſhops in a Sy= 
node, ( about the year ofour Lord 1240.) againſt the Do» 
minicans and Franciſcans , who much impaired their pro» 
fit; wherein they complained (a) That therr Pariſhioners who 
at leaſtwife on Lords dajes and Feſtivals are bound tofrequent 
their Pariſh Churches , and to receive Sacraments and Sacra- 
mentals in the ſame, and devoutly to hear Divine Service, as alſo 
to offer at Solemn Maſſes due and accuſtomed Oblations ; did re« 
pair to the places and Houſes of theſe Friers, and (cozn and foz-+ 
ſake their Pariſh Churches, and ſo confer the dne Rights 
of the Church wherewith the Churches were antiently 
endowed, upon the Friers, Alſo they who confeſs themſelves 
to theſe Friers, who before were accuſtomed anaually by the 
Canox=law to pay Tithes of their Tradings to their Pariſh 
Churches, from the time fince thep ſubmitted themſelves 
to the Confeſſions of theſe Friers »9d0 debito ac conſueto ne- 
geciationes ſvas decimare non curant , Neglea to pay Tithes 
of their Tradings, after ths due and accuſtomed manner, 
And is not this the very preſent Grievance, Complaint of 
moſt London and other Miniſters throughout England, that 
fince theſe diſguiſed Romſb Friers & Fit (warming in all 
places under the Masks and Titles of Anabaptiſts, ws 
and other Segs, have in imitation of theſe their Predes 
ceſſors, 
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ceflors, in their Writings, Preachments, and Conventicles 
declaimed againft our MiniSers Tithes , as not due wnto them 
by any Divine Right, to rob our Miniſters of , and draw the 
value of them to themſelves; and fince their Pariſhioners 
who are bound to reſort to their Pariſh Churches on Lords 
daies- and Feaſtivals to hear Divine Service, Sermons , 
and receive the Sacraments in a devout manner have reſor- 
ted to the Conventicles and Meetings of theſe Friers and 
= , and (ſubmitted themſelves to theſe new Ghoſtly 

athers and Confeſſors,they have quite contemned, deſer- 
ted their own Pariſh Churches, neglefted , refuſed to pay 
any perſonal or predial Tiches or Oblations to their Mini- 
ſters after the due, and formerly accuſtomed manner, and 
beſtowed the due Rights and ancient endowments of their 
pariſh Churches, ( in value or ſubſtance at leaſt, though 
not in kind) upon thee Friers and Romiſh Lict ſts, whoſe 
very Do&rin , Praftice in this particular of our Miniſters 
Tithes and Oblations, and their ſubſt-a&tion of them (yea 
in moſt other Tenents now broached by them forNew light) 
are the very ſame in all particulars which theſe Friers in 
former ages both at home and abroad, as I have evidenced 
in my 9vakers unmaſked, my New Diſcovery of Romiſh Emiſ« 


ſaries; and onr London, Lancaſhire, Newcaſile and other Mi- 


niſters, have plentifully demonſtrated in ſundry publicati- 


ons , with Mr. Edwards in his Gangrenaes? We may then 


moſt clearly Diſcover theſe Romiſh (4) wolves now crept in 
amongſt us in Sheeps=clothing, by theſe their Fruits, and 

raftices; whoſe Pleas againſt our Miniſters Tithes, re- 

lve into theſe Atheiſtical, unchriſian Concluſions. 1. 
That the Tithes of Chriſtians increa'e are too muci for 
God himſelf who created them, and gives all to them. 
2. Too much for Chriit who redeemed them, who gave 
himſelf to death for them, and is a Prieſt for ever unto 
God the Father after the order of Melchiſedec in their be- 
half. 3. Too much for the Miniſters of Chriſt, whole live:, 
ſtudies, ſpirits are wholy ſpent in miniſterial inceſſant la- 
bours for their eternal welfare. 4. Too nuich to be layd 
out for the Inſtruion, Salvation, cf their own immortal 
Souls; when as the other nine parts are conumed on their 
Bodies, 
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for an Orthodox Proteſtant Miniſter ; but not for a dif 
guiſed, ſeducing Popiſh Jeſuitical Prieſt or Frier. O bru-« 
eiſh, fooliſh, bewitcaed, infatuated Engliſhmen, now at laſt 
conſider this your deſperate folly, delufion, before it be 0« 
ver late , in following theſe diſguiſed Seducers, toyour own 
and our Religions rutue, 

The 3d. [fort of Tithe-Oppugners are prophane, cove- 
tous Eartk-worms and: Atheriical wretches, who care not for 
God or Religion, ſaying unto God and his faithfull Minis 
ſes, like thoie Atheiſts, Job 21. 14, 15. Depart from us, for 
we deſire not the knowledge of thy wayes z; what i the Almighty, 
that we ſhould ſerve him ? and what profit ſhould we have if we 
pray unto him ? Yet becauſe few of ſuch are now aftive Stick- 
lers and Petitioners (as ſuch) againſt Tithes, but only mere 
Subſtraftors , Detainers of them at preſent , they are lefle 
blame-worthy, and not ſo culpableas the two former, and 
ſubſequent Ranks , the chief aCtive Sticklers, Petitioners, 
Writers againſt them. 

The 4th. Rank of Grand Oppoſites againſt our Minifters 
and their Tithes are Prophane, Ignorant, Cheating, Monthly 
Prognofticators and Aſtrologafters , as John Bookgr, Nich. Cul 
pepper, and above all others William Lillie, a moſt bitter, 
rayling Rabſhekeh , whoſe late Almanacks, ever (a) finite 
1648. and other idle Prophetick Pamphlets, are ſo fraught 
with Scurrilous Invedives, Raylings, Prediftions of our Mini- 
ters, Presbyterians Downfails, and their Tithes, the Souldi- 
ers, Peoples general Oppoſition, Inſurre&ion againſt them, 
&c.almoſt inevery line,as if the Army- Officers, S5uldiers, Ana= 
baptifts, Prieſts, Feſvites, had purpoſely hired him, to carry 
on their Deſigns againſt our MiniFers, their Tithes, Mainte« 
nance, to ſubvert our Religion; and the F:ſuites, Anabaptiſts, 
furniſhed him out cf all their rayling Paſquils, Satyrs, with 
reproachfull Terms, InyeAives, Slaxders againſt them,

« Arts among us, to erect Dchools of Aſtrology and 
* Pathematicks , and encourage the Students of it with 
© rewards» Which I wiſh all Lovers of our Religion, vigi- 
lant Stateſmen, and Lilly (with other Aftrologafters, the chief 
Promoters of this Delign ) to take ſpecial notice of, and 
thereupon to abandon , ſuppreſs this impious, atheal, ſot- 
tiſh, cheating Art, grounded upon no Rules of Reaſon, 
Philoſophy , Divinity , Experience, but mere imaginary 
Whimftes, Figments, Chymeraes, Signes, Houſes in the Air, of 
Lunatick cheats and Impeſtors, as all rational, judicious Scho= 
lars who peruſe their Scheams, Altrological ConjeRtaures, 
Judgements , Predi&ions , Treatiles, mult acknowledge;

Laſtly, If any Officers or Sonldierg pretend , we are now a 
Cunquered Nation ; that Conquefi makes all ſacred things, prophane 
and common to the Conquerors; and that Churches may be juſtly 
ſpoyled of their Materials, Veſſels, Glebes, Titbes, in ſuch a caſe 

or the pay and benefit of the Conquering Sculdiers, as (d) ſome 
affirm. T herefore they may now juſtly deprive our Miniſters 
of their Tithes, Glebes, Refories, Churches, Church- 
yards, to. pay, maintain themſelves and the Conquering 
Army, yea alter, change our Laws at preſent ; as they now 
attempt, and divers of them openly profeſſe they intend 
to doe. 

I Anſwer, 1, That the Lords and Commons, the very laſt 
Parliament, when they firſt raiſed the Atmy, in (e) their Peti= 
tion to the late King,ſent to his Excellency the Earl of Eſſex, 
to the Army, and by him preſented to his Xaj:ſtie Sept. 
2 441642.0r ſoon afteryuſed this expreſſion. That the prevail- 
ing Popifh party with his Majeſtie, who by many wicked Plots and 
Conſpiracies bave attempted 1þe Alteration of the true Religion,and 
the antient Government of the Kingdom, the introducing of 
Popiſh Idolatry and Superſtition into the Church , and tpzanny 
amd confuſion into the Dtate, and by corrupting bis Councels, 
gbuſng bis Power, and (udden and untimely diſſolving of foz- 
mer Parliaments, bad often hindered the Kefozmation any 
P:evention of thoſe Piſchiefs. And in proſecution of thoſe 
wicked Deſigns, had (as the moſt Pilchievous and Bloudy 
Deffgne of all) drawn bis Majeſtie tomake War againſt bs Par- 
liament and good Subjefs of this Kingdom, and to lead in perſon an 
Armp «gainft them ; as if he intended by Conqueſt (mark 
the word) to eſtabliſh an abſolute and unlimited power 
ober them, And in their (f) Remonſtrance Noy, 2, 1 642. 
in Reply to his Majeſties Anſwer to their Remonſtrance of 
May 26. 16424 they charge this as the laſt Do&rin and Poſition 


of the Contrivers of his Majeſties Anſwer ; That the Repreſen- 
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tative body of the whole Kingdom, is a F aftion of CMalignent, 
Schiſmatical, and ambitious perſons, whoſe deſignes is and al- 
waies bath ben to alter the vhole frame of Government 
both of Church and State, and to ſubject both King and 
Deople to their own lawleſſe arbitrary Power and Go- 
vernment. and that they deſign the ruine of his Pajeſties 
Perſon and of Ponarchy it ſelf ; and conſequently that they 
are Traytozs, and all the Kingdom with them : (for their 
Ad is the At of the wbole Kingdom) And whetber their Puniſhment 
and Ruine, may not alſo involve the whole Kingdom in concluſions 
and reduce it into the condition of a Conquered Nation 
(mark the words) no man can tell : but erpertence ſheweth 
us (as now it doth in geodearneft more than ever) that 
Sncceſſe often carries men not onlp bepond their P2ofeſ- 
ſton, but alſo many times bepond their firſt Intentions. 
For an Army, Officers then, profeſſing themſelves true born 
Engliſh men, eminent Godly Saints, preſervers of our Na- 
tions Liberties againſt Regal Tyranny and Enchroach- 
ments, originally rayſed, Commiſſioned by both Houſes to 
proteft our Lawes, Liberties, Religion, Church, Govern -

Theretore they cannot 
ſtile themſclves Conquerors of thoſe Perlons,things they ne- 
ver fought againſt, but only for,unleſle they will now de- 
clare their ſecret intentions, were ever croffe and contradice 
tory to their open Commiſſions, Vowes, Covenants, Proteſtations,, 
Words, and printed Declarations to Godand thoſe that raiſed, 
waged them for their ſafety and defence alone ; and there- 
by proclaim themſelves the Greateſt Hypocrites under hea= 
ven, and therein as treacherous to their own Native Couns« 
try and thoſe who truſted them,as the(«)Mamalukes of Egypt, 
the Pretorian Soldiers of Rome were to their Lords and Maſters of 
Old; which I hope they will diſclaim, 3ly.

20. records, All theſe, when Lucixs Procurator of the Roman

& Councel or Parliament ſpecially affembled for that end :
